Here- 
tofore the majority of patents filed by 
women have been f or-artlcles used In house- 
keeping or for dress or toilet- Many of the 
five thousand patent washing machines were 
invented by women, and not a few of the 
hundreds of patent churns come from them. 
There was a patent clothes basket invented 
by a woman in 1883,. and at this time a Mis- 
souri girl received a patent for a dish washer. 
Thei-e is a case in the model room of the 
patent office devoted to bustles/ These ore 
of all shapes, sizes and materials, and their 
inventors arc, in many cases, of the other sex. 


An Indiana girl has a patent for a dress 


elevator, and Sophronia B. Dodge, of Iowa, 
has invented a patent apparatus for raising 
dough.

Patent corset annd stay Bare numerous, and 


one of tbeso contrivances ia said to be 
quite an improvement, in this article ct un- 
derwear. The "waist ia so made that tho 
grain of the muslin runs crossways in the 
middle of tho backhand thus, it ia claimed, 
furnishes a shoulder brace, and is conse- 
quently more healthful. Dress making^ pat- 
ents by women ara,numerous. There is a 
dress cutting system patented by a Missouri 
girl which is in general use, and a California 
woman has recently patented an adjustable 
buttonhole, which can be sewed onto any 
garment, and which ladies say ia of value. 
A Washington woman-hns invented a patent 
ice pitcher, and Sarah Mahnnt of Cleveland, 
has a patent lap board, Laura Hitchcock 
has lately invented a skirt and stocking sus- 
pender, and in this the weight of the skirt 
falls upon the shoulder instead of the waist, 
and there is no danger of a stocking coming 
down by the breaking- of .a garter. There 
are several varieties of'patent bosom pads, 
Mrs. Gcorglaua Briggsftas a patent spring 
seat for cars, and manyof the parent medi- 
cines of the country are-'invented by women.

A Philadelphia 
maiden bos a patent for mounting pictures, 
and a Chicago woman proposes a new way 
to polish metal and glass. Sarah Sewall, of 
Ohio, bos a patent teeter or see SAW for chil- 
dren. And Sarah Siege], of New York, hot 
Invented a step for getting into the top 
berths of a sleeping car. 


Women have done much in the matter ot 


new designs in the way of wall paper and 
furnitoiv, and some of the finest work in the 
way of wood carving, by the way, is being 
done by the women of Cincinnati. A female 
doctor of Chicago has invented an ozone 
process which destroys all the germs which 
cause disease in bod water, and which does 
away with the use of ice. And a Mrs. Rood, 
another Illinois woman, has invented a port- 
able house, designed for seashore and moun- 
tain use.

THIS NEW IBElilA MASSACRE. 


Thirteen Nouroea and One White Man 
Killed. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 18.—A dispatch 


from New Iberia says that B. P. Smith was 
buried yesterday with military nnd civ- 
ic honors. Wednesday's trouble grew out 
at a demand by tha respectable white ele- 
ment of the county that the disreputable 
class of negroes, who had gathered and 
armed themselves at Freetown, should 
lay dowu their arms and disperse. The 
leading negroes ware iu a certain house. 
The whites gave them twenty minutes to 
surrender. Before the time was up, the 
negroes burst out of the house and began 
firing. The first volley wounded a horse. 
The firing then became general. 


Tho negroes again shut themselves up 


In the house and fired from the windows. 
The whites returned the fire. The shoot- 
lag lasted an hour and a half. At the 
end of this time E. P. Smith made a dash 
for the house, and was shot dead while 
forcing iu tho door. Only one man had 
tho courage or foolhardiuess to aocom - 
pauy Smith in his attack. This man es- 
caped aud retreated. The negroes now 
became frightened and fled from the 
house. Thirteen ol them were killed; 
eight in the house and flve outside. 
Sorao "coounts say three or four more 
ivore killed. None of tho negroes es- 
caped except those who surrendered be- 
fore tho fight. An inquest will be held.

18/j-Of the days 
given over to receptions hy General 
Harrison this one has been the most 
significant in the number of delegations, 
th,e breadth o£ country they represent 
and their size. The visitors began to 
arrive about noon, the first coming from 
Paxton, III. During the next hour 160 
members of the Logan Club of Seller 
fontntae, O., .who were.unexpected, camo 
in with Judge William Lawrence, Ex- 
Comptroller of the United States Treas- 
ury, at their head. ' Then followed in 
order throughout .the -afternoon the Ver- 
railllon, Bartholomew and Johnson Coun- 
ty (Ind.), delegations, the latter being 
the largest, with two thousand persons. 
The other two numbered at least flve 
hundred each. All these visitors at four 
o'clock wore gathered at the park, and 
they bore aloft their flags, banners and 
mottoes. The latter expressed tHe senti- 
ment of protection in various forms, 
while Bartholomew County hail mottoes 
directed against Cleveland's pension 
vetoes. About this time the crowd was 
swelled by many hundred from Jackson- 
ville, 111. Early in tho afternoon there 
had 
come 
a large delegation from 


Kankokee County in that State. It was 
one o£ tho most esthusiastlc and con- 
spicuous. Numerous bands enhanced the 
spirit of the scene, and when the speak- 
ing began there were eight thousand peo- 
ple about the speakers' stand. General 
Harrison's arrival was greeted with groat 
applause, which was repeated at frequent 
intervals during the exercises. 


Don't Propose To Be Dictated to by Mr. 


Blaine. 


WASHINQTONW, Aug. 18.—The Star has 


the following: It is said Mr. Blaine ex- 
pressed to three Senators who talked 
with him Sunday, dissatisfaction with|the 
course they had pursued in attempting to 
agree upon a bill, and advised that even 
now they change front and let the whole 
responsibility for tariff legislation lie 
with the Democrats.

The signs this week are all more favorablft 


More definite Information limits the loss by in- 
•jairV to wheat and cotton, while corn prospects 
continue good. Business in almost every part 
of the country Improves, with many indications 
of a good fall trade. Manufacturing is more 
active, and labor Is better employed. Railroad 
earnings show gains, as usual, and Iho belief 
that rate wars will not last has strengthened. 
On the whole the feeling has decidedly im- 
proved, and the actual situation also. 
For some months the dullness in the iron 
•trade has been a discouraging symptom, but 
now an increase of 6,200 tons In the weekly out- 
put since July 1 Is recorded, a gain of nearly 6 
»er cent. This is partly due to the resumption 
of furnaces which suspend for a time In sum- 
mer for repairs, hut somo now and large works 
have swelled the output of coke Iron to 74.85S 
tons weekly. There is no change In prices, and 
for the moment, a little loss activity 
at New York or Philadelphia, but foundry 
irons are more firmly held, and at Pittsburgh 
mills irons are en cents stronger. In all quar- 
ters a better demand is felt, and sales of ore at 
Cleveland are now large, while it Is noteworthy 
that no advance appears in steel rails, though 
sales of 10,000 tons East and 14,800 tons West 
are reported, besides Paoiflc coast contracts 
for 80,OK>. The coal market is also strong and 
active and an advance Is expected about 
September 1, coincident with the advance in 
rail charges. The latest advices regarding the 
crops are favorable, because they indicate that 
the injuries sustained are not so serious as 
many apprehended. While the harm done in 
Minnesota and Dakota h as been great in some 
localities, the latest estimates froml,300points 
appear to justify belief that the yield from in- 
creased acreage will be about nsolurge us that 
of last year. So, the gloomy anticipations as 
to cotton in Texas are met by telegraphic EO- 
counts of rains throughout tho StutB, nnd a 
bettor prospect, and it is explained that with 
good weather hereafter, the State will exceed 
last year's yield. 
Speculation, has entirely disregarded crop 


news, and cotton has been lilted a quarter, 
with better prospects of yield, just as hogs 
have risen B and lard 18 cents per 100 pounds, 
In spite of exeelent prospects for corn. Wheat 
has declined over a cent, 'and the glow export 
Demand Is still the prevailing feature, though 
foreign crop advices are gloomy. The advices 
llrom interior points are more uniformly favor- 
able as to actual business than for many 
Weeks. Improvement is quite generally re- 
ported, with transactions exceeding last year's 
itt many points. The clearing-house returns 
also Indicate reviving activity, exceeding last 
(rear's by 0.0 per cent, in the aggregate, and V.T 
per cent, outside of NowYorlt; but much ol 
this gain is due to greater speculative activity, 
in stocks at Boston, in grain at Chicago, and in 
cotton at New Orleans, 


Money is in ample supply for legitimate de 


rounds at nearly every point reporting, though 
quoted close at Nashville; and tho improve- 
ment in collections lessens tho number of com- 
plaints. At Baltimore tho resumption of 
manufactures, after summer rest, is entirely 
satisfactory. At Kansas City an increased de- 
mand for money is noticed from interior mer- 
chants and farmers, with prospects of a large 
Increase in the cattle movement. At Mil- 
wauLee business Is aetivo for the season and 
Increasing, as at Omaha and Cleveland. 


In foreign commerce a decline of 18 per cent. 


in value of exports for two weeks from New 
York, and a decline of SS& per cent, in the 
value of imports here do not accord with ac- 
counts of domestic trade. Imports, in anticipa- 
tion of a change of duties, seem to have sup- 
plied tho markets for tho present; while 
foreign buyers, notwithstanding large pros- 
pective needs for the coming voar, are too 
wary to hasten their purchases. The returns 
still show that the movement of fotelgn capi- 
tal this way has not ceascu, though the stock 
market has boon weaker and uncertain in tone. 
The average of prices is »1.50 per share lower 
than a week ago, and in some active securities 
unusual efforts to sell aro seen; but in spite of 
groat dullness following mi uninterrupted raze 
for eight weeks, tho market lias been oompara- 
ttvely steady until Friday, when a more rapid 
decline marked the opening. 


Tho Treasury has taken In about 82,800,OOC 


more money than it bus paid out during the 
week, notwithstanding an advance in tho ratff 
paid for bonds, and an increase, of $100,000 in 
the deposits with banks; but. lie reserves ol 
cash at New York are so large that there is 
general confidence as to the monetary future.

The great inventions hnve been so far those 
of men, but it may be that with the advance 
movement in the ipbero of woman we are on 
the verge of a change, 


Speaking of inventions, the work on per- 


petual motion still goes on, and nearly every 
day some new crank arrives at the office 
with a patent which he says will accomplish 
this result Not long ago a man and his son 
walked from Dltoois to Washington to show 
a perpetual motion model They were taken 
to the model case and. shown a machine 
which embodied the same principta but 
which had failed. 
They were dusty and 


travel worn, and the discovery that the ma- 
chine was a failure almost broke their hearts. 
Not long ago it was claimed- that perpetual 
motion hod been discovered in Ohio, and it 
was so plausible that it deceived an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter in that part of the 
state. Be telegraphed the discovery all over 
the country, and the leading papers of the 
United States printed hie information. Many 
rnon go crazy on perpetual motion, and many 
seemingly sensible men work at it 
The 


father of Judge West, the noted blind orator 
who nominated Elaine at the last convention, 
spent half of his lifetime m making perpetual 
motion experiments, and the rehca*of his 
machines are scattered throughout Enoz 
county, Ohio

Speaking of curious patents, there are

strange ones which come in every weekend 
a celluloid bustle has lately been invented. 
One of the bustles made here is formed of 
pliable rubber tubes, with enough machinery 
about it to work a threshing machine. Other 
bustles are made of wire, and the collection 
of hats among these models is curious in the 
extreme 
There oro patented hats of all 


shapes and sizes, and the models here shown 
run back to 1800 One of the queerest of 
these haa an umbrella fastened to the top, 
and with a roll or curtain to button on the 
umbrella like a veil 
There are plug hats of 


all shapes and sizes, and the bonnets are of all 
kinds, from the picturesque article the size 
of your hand to tha old fashioned Shaker 
bonnet which will hold as much as a bushel 
basket A new rubber boot has lately been 
invented It has a gossamer leg with a series 
of buttons, straps nnd-stoy laces, so that it 
will fit the log of any wearer, and there is a 
patent soap holder shown which prevents the 
soap getting against the bata tub. 


Somo years ago a man tried to patent the 


Lord's Prayer, or rather the application of 
it repeated in a loud voice to prevent stam- 
mering, and a patent was applied for asking 
the protection ot the principle of attaching a 
weight to a con's tall to prevent her from 
switching it while being milked 
There ore 


lots of milking machinee hero involving the 
principles of both squeezing am) suction, and 
there are patents tor tombs, patents for boot- 
jacks, patent ant traps and rat traps. The 
filing machines havo also their quota, and in 
fact there are machines for everything under 
the sun. 


One of tbo leading men connected with the 


patent ofllco tells mo that patents increase or 
diminish with tho times. Plenty of money 
and prosperous business brings in an increase 
of inventions, and New York applies for 
more patents than any other state of the 
Union 
Pennsylvania ranks second and Mas- 


sachusetts third as inventive centers, and the 
kinds of patents applied for correspond as a 
rule with the business of the section from 
which they come 
Pennsylvania leads as to 


mining machinery, and the New Bnglander, 
as a rulo, gets out the Yankee notions. A 
numbu of improvements in cotton machin- 
ery have been patented by southern inven- 
tors, and tho south Booms to bo on the in- 
cieatic in tho Imo of invention 


I asked this man as to tho first patent 


granted In tho United States lie replied 
that most of the early models were burned, 
but that tho earliest patent he Knew of was 
given in colonial times to Samuel Winslow, 
who hod Invented a method of manufactur- 
ing salt 
Bald he 


"One of the famous inventors of a hundred 


years ago was a man named Dearborn from 
New Hampshire. In 1787 he obtained patents 
for a printing press, for balances and scale 
and for a hand fire engine 
More than ten 


years before this a man named Shipman pro 
pared a water wheel to run by the ebb and 
flow of tide, and Ben Franklin had, you 
know, a number of inventions Many of our 
greatest men havo boon inventors Abraham 
Lincoln had a patent, which is now in the 
National museum, for lifting liver vessels 
ovei sand bars. And Admiral Portal's ofllce 
IB filled with bis m\ entions of instruments of 
wai 
It la not genoi ally known, but Gen. 


Washington im tntul a wino citster in order 
that tho bottles of -n me might be niovpd tho 
moi e cosily about tho tablo 
And Jefferson 


was a man of many inventions, some of 
which woro good end some of which v%era 
not Justice Lamai has invented a harrow, 
though I think ife bos never been patezited 


"Tho $lrst patent," continued this man, 


"which was evoi granted by the government 
was to Samuel Hopkins, of Connecticut, for 
making pot and pearl ashes, and this was 
after 1790 
Baforo this tho patents were 


granted by tho rai ions states Our patents 
now amount to ovei 20,000 a year 
In 180C 


there woro only forty patents issued, and as 
late as 1850 the annual number of patents bad 
not reached ono thousand. We have five 
times as many patents given out every year 
now as -we bad in the sixties, and inventions 
seem to grow faster than the country There 
have been nearly 400 000 patents issued since 
1836, and we are the liveliest inventive notion 
on this big round earth "
